Is Only $150 Away 



"Daddy, I can make it on 
$150 .” 

This has been the plea of 
many Florida-minded coeds this 
spring. 

By pinching pennies almost 
any coed with a deep desire for 
sunbathing in Florida during 
spring vacation can finance her 
trip with $150 or less. 

The two main expenses are 
transportation and lodging. If 
the girls are lucky, perhaps they 
can get a free trip to Florida 
in their boyfriend’s car. Other- 
wise, they are left with four 
alternatives: bus, plane, car, or 
train. 

The average round-trip bus 
fare to Ft. Lauderdale is $57.50 
for a 27-hr. journey. 

By taking advantage of youth- 
fare rates, coeds can get an early 
jump on the sun for $80 and up 
on a 5-hr. plane ride. 

Students with cars may have 
the cheapest way down if they 
have someone to share expenses 
and driving time. Although going 
by car costs only about $60 round- 
trip, it is probably the most tiring 
way to travel. 

The fourth alternative, the 
train, costs $65 round-trip for a 
24-hr. excursion. 




This spring, however, the 
Complex Government is sponsor- 
ing a train for UK students with 
direct connections from Lexing- 
ton to Ft. Lauderdale. The round- 
trip fare for the special train is 
$47.50 for a 23-hr. trip. 

Since most coeds’ parents in- 
sist that they have a "nice place 
to stay, the room rent can be 
quite expensive. 

The average rooms on the 
beach at Ft. Lauderdale range 
from $40-75 per night. However 
some motels, hotels or apartments 
further inland can be rented for 
$35-50 a night with four or five 
girls in each room. 

Since most girls are probably 
dieting now in order to fit in 
their swimsuits, food should not 
be too expensive. Spending an 
average of $3 a day on food, coeds 
can pretend to be well-fed for less 
than $25 for the week. 

With almost three weeks until 
spring vacation, coeds will be 
able to shape up enough to fit 
into the essential item which 
they will need in Florida — the 
nearly nothing bikini. 

These fashionable items can 
be purchased for less than $20 
in almost any Lexington depart- 
ment or w omen’s store. The aver- 
age priced bikini ranges from 
$12-18.

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More Troops May Be Needed In Vietnam

WASHINGTON— Gen. Earle 
G. Wheeler, Chairman of the 
Joint Chief of Staff, participated 
in a White House talk Wednes- 
day. which included the |)ossi- 
hility of more U. S. troops for 
Vietnam. 

If, as some suspect, Wheeler 
brought a recommendation from 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
for substantial troop increases, 
the Johnson administration will 
face some tough choices over 
whether and how to meet such 
a request. 

The pool of active, combat- 
ready ground forces in the United 
States available for unexpected 
contingencies abroad or riot con- 



trol at home has already been 
considerably thinned by the Viet- 
nam war. 

The United States ispresently 
scheduled to have 525,000 troops 
in Vietnam by midyear. A deci- 
sion to increase the level sub- 
stantially beyond this— for exam- 
ple 50,000 to 100.000 more— would 
involve choices such as these: 

► Depleting even further the 
active contingency forces in the 
United States. 

► Galling up reserves. 

► increasing the draft. 

► Diverting troops to Vietnam 
from Europe or Korea. 

► Extending the present 12- 
month tour of duty in Vietnam; 
or shortening the time between 



Vietnam tours (the latter has 
already been done in the case 
of the latest contingent of 10,500 
troops going to Vietnam). 

► Freezing enlistments. 

None of the choices is palata- 
ble. 

In terms of its mobilization 
potential, the United States is in 
a good manpower position, ac- 
cording to defense officials. It 
has active land forcesof 1,700,000, 
including Army and Marines. It 
has ground troop reservists num- 
bering 700,000, counting only 
those in ‘‘priority” training stat- 
us. 

Of the 1,700,000 active land 
forces, some 750,000 -less than 
half — are deployed overseas: 



400,000 in Southeast Asia, 50,000 trained for European combat, not 
in Korea, 200.000 in Europe, and Vietnam-type fighting.

In a State Department publi- 
cation, Message to Africa , Vice 
President Humphrey s mission to 
the African nations is retold. The 
State Department states, “The aim 
was more than fact-finding in nine 
representative countries. The trip 
was a reaffirmation to all nations 
of Africa of American concern for 
their progress in freedom. It was 
a demonstration that notwithstand- 
ing our urgent commitments on 
other continents, the U.S. recog- 
nizes its deep interest in the rapid 
political, economic, and social de- 
velopment of Africa.” 

The Vice President, in one of 
his speeches stated that, “In Africa, 
we made clear cxir country’s dedi- 



cation to— and support for — nation- 
building, both at home and 
abroad.” 

It this is truly the essence of 
our Vice President’s mission to 
Africa, then this University, as 
an American institution, should 
be willing to carry out that mis- 
sion. As an educational center, 
UK’s duty would be to offer a 
course on the history of Africa. 

We, as students have come to 
listen, learn, and to discuss the 
future, just as Humphrey went 
abroad to tell Africa we were a 
nation engaged in these pursuits. 
Why is this request “against the 
stream of things” over in Frazee 
Hall?

Campus Charade 



The Campus Crusade is dan- 
gerous. It preys upon the elements 
of insecurity which exist in the 
modern college world, and breeds 
in its adherents a false, misleading 
sense of just assurance. 

Sunday afternoon a group of so- 
called student leaders were “ac- 
quainted” with Campus Crusade. 
Brought together on the pretense 
of a “banquet for student leaders” 
to be followed by remarks from 
Crusade founder Bill Bright, they 
were subjected to hours of Cru- 
sade propaganda. 

To set the mood, four students 
(all known and respected on cam- 
pus) “witnessed” the change 
wrought over their lives by their 
acceptance of the precepts espoused 
by the Campus Crusade for Christ. 
In describing the “peace of mind” 
and “satisfaction” which they gain- 
ed when they “accepted the mes- 
sage of the Crusade, they implied 
that all those who did not join with 
them were leading an inadequate, 
incomplete, unsatisfying and pur- 
poseless existence. 

Following these testimonies, 
Bright then described the emotional 
“conversions” tliat he had person- 



ally witnessed or inspired (in the 
style of the Apostle Paul) among 
prominent international and cam- 
pus leaders. (Surprisingly none of 
the students gathered were moved 
to prostrate themselves at the feet 
of the Crusader— alas, the unre- 
sponsive Vanderbilt audience.) 

The program only added to the 
distasteful reputation the Campus 
Crusade has earned through its 
high-pressured confrontation of in- 
dividuals on a face-to-face level

Kernel Forum: 
the readers write 



To the Editor of the Kernel: 

The International Student Office made 
a decision to sponsor a supplement to 
the Kernel. The objectives were to offer 
foreign views on American issues which 
concern students; to bring into focus 
some of the University’s activities over- 
seas; to indicate how foreign students 
live and think; and to contribute to the 
cultural activities of the campus in a 
period conspicuously marked by apathy. 

The editor of the Kernel favored the 
project and showed readiness to use his 
staff in producing material for the part 
of the supplement which was supposed 
to cover some activities of the Univer- 
sity’s foreign students. 

In more than one meeting with the 
Kernel editor, several references were made 
to the nature, objectives, contents, name, 
and format of the projected supplement. 
Moreover, a similar supplement appeared 
last year, and it was evident that the 
basic lines were to be followed. But 
there was no line-by-line plan and no 
contract was signed. 

In my naivety, I assumed that coope- 
ration between two members of a uni- 
versity community is based essentially on 
educated respectability. As editor of the 
projected supplement I respected and 
observed the responsibility and judgment 
of the Kernel Editor; and my cooperation 
with last year’s editor was smooth and 
fruitful. Last year and this year I ex- 
pected a certain amount of change wliich 
would not affect the very nature of the 
supplement, a nature which was approved 
by the Kernel editors in both years. 

"A supplement appeared last Thurs- 
day. As the person involved more than 
anybody else in the projected supplement, 
I would like to make the following re- 
marks to keep the readers informed of 
what happened: 

1. The Kernel Editor manipulated, 
for obvious political reasons. President 
Oswald’s message and Director Averitt’s 
essay, both of which were given to me 
for use in a different context, by using 
them conjunct ionally with an article of 
certain political tendency. That article was 
supixised to lx* used along with one 
which represented an opposing |x>int of 
view. As such, it would have Ikxjii an 
integial part of the supplement as I 
conceived it. Also, it would have helped 
the reader gain a balanced perspective. 
The Kernel Editor used it and ignored the 
article which was not palatable to his 
ixditical taste. But he betrayed himself. 



the article he chose related the student 
protest movement in the U.S. to the 
parallel movement in Asia. Such an art- 
icle is out of place in the supplement 
as he conceived it: that is, alxxit “Inter- 
national Students at the University (of 
Kentucky.)’’ 

2. The Kernel Editor has every right 
to publish a supplement a day on foreign 
students, and to give his supplements 
the nature he desires. But he has no 
right whatsoever to frustrate the efforts 
and plans of the International Student 
Office, certainly not after approving them 

3. I did not merely obtain several art- 
icles, but also suggested their basic argu- 
ments. I cannot but lx* grateful to the 
contributors, all of wliom were remark- 
ably kind and coordinative. The Kernel 
Editor not only accepted, but also sought, 
my material, my ideas, and my efforts. 
But he used them in a distorted way. 
It never occurred to me that willingly 
granted help could be considered slave- 
labor. Had he used my material in a 
context reasonably close to the one he 
and I discussed and then denied me credit, 
i would have been well satisfied. As 
a person who has his name on more 
than a hcx>k or an article, I cannot pos- 
sibly be seeking the “glory” of having 
my name in a campus paper. But credit 
should go where it is due. This is the 
ethic of journalism of which the Kernel 
Editor seems to be innocent. I come 
from a backward country, so I cannot be 
blamed for lack of civility. In my com- 
fortable bluntness I consider the deliber- 
ate distortion of a creative effort as vicious 
vandalism, verily.
